It is a superstition of there natives 
that should they use the language of 
the district, tbe Malay or the aboriginal 
dakuu, they would be unable to obtain 
thetr camphor. 


The Maliy uatives firmly believe 


; that each species of tree has a spirit of 


guardian angel that presides over its 
Affairs, this spirit being known by the 
buine of Bian, ‘This divinity’s resting 
Place ix vear the trees, Then, too, the 
spirit of the camphor tree is held to be 
extremely jeaions of the precioux gun, 
8 that it becomes necessary to propl- 
tate ber Junsateh as eahe would, 
should she leurn that bunters were ip 
quest of it, emdenvor to iuterpoxe ob- 
stucies to their mission. Accordingiy 
the natives speak iu a tongue that the 
tree spirit may not understand. It was 
for this purpose that the mysterious 
“cnmphor language” was iuveuted, and 
ft cousists of un odd mixture of Jakun 
and Malay words that bave been cu- 
rlonsly altered und reversed.—Harper's
